Pahokee women charged in 


the manslaughter death of her child

Patricia Annette Richardson, 
32, of Pahokee was charged 
this week with the September 
11 death of her daughter. 

Richardson faces charges of 
manslaughter after police вау 
she left her 3-month old 
daughter, Fredrianna Richard- 
son, in the care of her 3-year- 
old son while she walked across 
the-street to à liquor store. 

When she returned home she 
found her apartment engulfed 
in flames. Neighbors were able 
to rescue the 3-year-old, but 
were unable to get the little girl 
out. She died at the scene. 

In a sworn statement given 
to the Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office, Richardson 
said she had left the infant on 
the couch in the living room 
and had turned the TV on for 
her son. She' said she then 
walked across the street and 
was gone for approximately 
five minutes. When she 
returned she saw smoke and 
flames coming from the inside 
of the apartment. She told 
police she tried to get the infant 
out of the apartment but the 
heat was too intense and she 
wasn't able to save her. 

Witnesses ealled the Pahokee 


Fire Department around 3 p.m 


' After extinguishing the fire, 


the charred remains of the 
„infant child was discovered and 
the department immediately 
called the Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office, 

Two deputies were 
dispatched to the scene and 
during questioning, Richardson 
admitted she had left the 
children to go across the street 
to the Pahokee Liquor Store to 
purchase bottled water. 

Richardson also admitted 
that there was a box of matches 
which was left unsecured 
inside the living room area. 

The case was turned over to 
the State Attorney's office on 
Oct. 7. After reviewing the 
case, Assistant State Attorney 
Charles E. Burton, charged 
Richardson with neglect of a 
child and aggravated. man- 
slaughter of a child causing 
bodily harm and neglect of a 
child in the death of her 
daughter. 

On Nov. 3, Richardson was 
arrested by Deputy Sheehy. 

During the interview. 
Richard stated that in the early 
19905 she had been investi- 
gated by the Department of 
Children and Families for 
leaving her children home alone.

If you have burial 
insurance - beware!

As you read this, there are thousands and 
thousands of peoplé in Florida who may be over- 
paying for their life insurance - specifically for 
small-value polices that seem to have modest 
premiums. 

In fact, many of these policyholders don't 
know, and likely weren't told, that over their 
normal life times those premiums could far 
exceed the face value of their policies. 

Hundreds of thousands of Floridians may be 
in this boat, because they were sold industrial 
life insurance policies, sometimes called burial 
insurance. This kind of policy - typically worth 
$1,000 or less - generates big profits for insur- 
ance companies, but has little or no benefit for 
policyholders. 

For the past two years, we have fought hard 
for tougher.regulations of so-called burial insur- 
ance. This past March, we held a public hearing 
in Tallahassee and heard from consumers who 
said they were misled.or misinformed if the 
purchase of burial policies.

Additionally, we have, again, filed legislation 
aimed at banning industrial life insurance and, 
more importantly, requiring that companies 
annually disclose to policyholders the the total 
premiums paid, cash value, and death benefits 
under the policy.

a. triumphant return to the 
state last week. 

Following a summer of unre- 
lenting heat, intense-humidity, 
powerful afternoon thunder- 
storms and too many visits by 
hurricanes, the cold front was a 
welcome visitor. 

It may also have been a pre- 
view of coming attractions. 

If current projections pan 
out, this upcoming wihter may 
be another season to remember 
in Florida, another winter in a 
true paradise. 

The optimistic forecast comes 
from NASA's Poseidon satellite 
stationed high above the 
Pacific Ocean. The satellite has 
detected lower than normal 
sea-surface temperatures in 
the eastern Pacific, indicating 
the continuation of La Nina

tists have given to the cooler- 
than:normal waters that often 
form in the equatorial Pacific 
Ocean. It is the er of. El 
Nino, the nickname for 
warmer-than-normal waters 

The temperature of the 
Pacific. Ocean plays an impor- 
tant role in weather around the 
world, particularly in North 
America. 4 

When the water is warmer 
than-normal, the El Nino, the

upper air pattern or jet stream 
tends to affect most of the 
United States. The result is a 
cold, white winter in the 
Northeast and Upper Midwest, 
and wet and stormy conditions 
for California and here in 
Florida. 

Two years ago one of the 
strongest El Nino's in history 
triggered a series of nasty 
storms in Florida, producing 
the winter of our discontent. 

January of 1998 was the 
wettest January on record as 
over one foot of rain fell across 
the area.

perfect weather, particularly 
for visitors, the dry conditions 
created by the La Nina pattern 
can lead to potential problems 
by spring. The lack of rain 
means conditions will be ripe 
for brush fires. 

Earlier this year, thousands 
of acres were scorched by wild- 
fires across the state. And the 
summer before, smoke-filled 
skies became the norm across 
Florida. 

Another problem comes from 
the tropics. During a La Nina, 
there tends to be more hurri- 
canes in the Atlantic basin. 
Over the last two years, La 
Nina years, 24 tropical storms 
and 17 hurricanes have formed 
in the tropics. 

And ouf area is more likely to 
suffer at least one freeze dur- 
ing thé upcoming winter. The 
cold spell traditionally occurs 
in late January or early 
February. 

Still, like any weather pat- 
tern, you get the bad with the 
good. And while no weather 
pattern is perfect, for Florida 
during the winter time, the La 
Nina comes pretty close.
